|tension service to reduce the 
j amount of tarweed on foothill cat- 
tle ranges and to increase good 
range plants. Since tarweed is a 
summer growing plant, it must de- 
pend upon late moisture or mois- 
ture deep in the soil to support 
its growth. 

If bur clover, wild oats, soft 
chess, and other good range plants 
can be encouraged to produce 
more growth in the late spring, 
there might be a possibility of so 
reducing the moisture left in the 
soil that summer growing weeds 
would not be able to make much 
growth, Farm Advisor Ralph Wor- 
rell states. 

This possibility is being tested 
in a number of locations in Tu- 
lare county. In most of the trials,

Below-average water supplies in 
Tulare county will necessitate 
making the most efficient use of 
‘lirrigation water this year. 
In issuing this warning, Uni- 


versity of California Farm Ad-{’ 


visors point out that one way to 
make water go further is to re- 
duce waste. Tests have shown 
that frequently much of the irri- 
gation water applied may’ be lost 
in runoff at the lower end of a 
field, or in deep percolation. 

To avoid such losses, we urge 
farmers to study their irrigation 
practices to determine how water 
wastes can be reduced. For ex- 
ample, soil tubes or augers should 
be used to determine when mois- 
ture supplies are becoming de- 
pleted and irrigation is again 
needed. ! : 

On sandier soils it may be de- 
sirable to shorten irrigation runs 
to reduce deep percolation losses. 


Chemical Control Of Foothill Brush 
‘Will Be Demonstrated At Field Day 


“The use of chemicals to control 
trees and brush in certain areas of 
Tulare county looks like it will 
have real value in the future’, de- 
clared Farm Advisor Ralph: L. 
|Worrell. ‘To bring the latest in- 
formation on this subject we have 
|been successful in obtaining Dr. 
Oliver Leanord, expert from the 
Agricultural Experiment station at 
Davis, to discuss this subject at 
the Tulare County Range Field 
day on Thursday, May 12. This 
field day is being held on the Keith 
Manley Range _ Demonstration 
Project in Eshom valley near Bad- 
ger in northern Tulare County.” 

The Agricultural Extension 
service in Tulare. county has been 
conducting a number of tests and 
trials this year showing the use 
jof chemicals for tree and brush 
control. One of the typical areas 
is near a spring where it is diffi- 
cult to remove the brush by bull- 
dozing or by burning. In such a 
location the use of chemicals to 
{kill the trees and increase the 
flow of water from the springs is 
lsound practice. Another use is to 
remove many of the smaller un- 
wanted trees from range land 
where these trees are competing 
with the grass for both water and 
nutrients. 

In Tulare county it appears that 


one of the major uses of chemfcals 
may be in the control of regrowth 


and sprouts following a control 
brush burn, Several tests have

of the field in a quarter of the 
total irrigation time. Then cut}. 
the flow to a minimum necessary 
to maintain a trickle at the end 
of the field until the irrigation is 
complete. 

If you are growing deep-rooted 
crops, apply sufficient water to, 
wet the soil to the full depth of 
rooting at each irrigation and re- 
duce the number of irrigations. 

Light, frequent irrigations — 
where not needed — are wasteful 
use of water.

Tehachapi to Randsburg, Johan- 
nesburg, Rigecrest, China Lake, 
over the Walker Pass into Joln- 
sondale and Kernville and back 
home. Bad road conditions pre- 
vented our final lap via Glenn- 
ville and the Greenhorn.
